'as. well as annual tribute. Certainly, THanlisgiv- 
ing Day is a , meaningful and cherished holiday, 
and it is right that we have set aside a: special 
occasion to -count our blessings and good fortune. 
In so doing, let us be continually grateful that we 
live in a land where people can still laugh, dream, 
hope, and speak their minds and worship as they 
please. , 

v Our Founding Fathers had great vision. They 
saw. for the future of our country a promise of 
liope, right, justice, freedom, and. equality for 
men and women who braved the dangers to en- 
joy these blessings from God. 'And all but the 
most cynical would have to admit that our Nation 
has made extraordinary progress in striving "for. 
these goals. No other country has ever done more 
to promote the spiritual and material needs of its 
citizens. 

A noted American author and editor pnee 
stated, "There never was' .a land that better de- 
served the love' of her people than America, (for 
there never was a mother-country kinder to her 
children.

Millions upon millions oi: men 
have lived here with more comfort, with less fear, 
than any such numbers elsewhere in any age 
have lived.
